STONE ALSO CHARGED THAT

“You Bet, I Will Have a Great Deal 
to’ Say,” Said Circuit Attorney 
When Asked Whether He Would 
Make a Reply. 


Circuit Attorney Folk, when asked today 
whether he had anything to say relative to 
a letter published in Monday morning s 
Kansas City Star-Times, in which United 
States Senator William J. Stone charges 
that Folk sought an alliance with Sam B. 
Cook and Albert O. Allen months before 
the state convention and that he has since 
the convention failed to keep a promise to 
define his attitude toward Cook and Allen, 
replied: ‘“‘You bet, I will have a great deal 
to say. I am preparing a statement now, 
but 1 will not have it completed until I 
have seen some persons who are con- 
cerned: 

“Of course the statement that I tried to 
get Cook or Allen on the ticket is untrue. 

“As I stated after the convention, it 
would have been arrogant in me to dictate 
to the convention that anyone should not 
g on the ticket.’’ 

Mr. Folk said he «vould give out his 
statement when completed. 

Senator Stone’s letter, which purports to 
be a refutation of certain statements ap- 
pearing in recent issues of the Star and 
Times, is devoted chiefly to an account of 
the discussion of the Cook-Allen question 
at a caucus which ,preceded the recent 
meeting of the state committee at the 
Sduthern hotel. 

Stone says that he insisted on having 
the attitude of every candidate toward 
the ticket made known publicly at once, 
and that, Mr. Folk objecting, he declared 
that he would make a speech before the 
ccammittee demanding that the candidates 
place themselves on record. From this in- 
tention, Stone says, he was dissuaded by 
Mr. Folk’s. assurance that he would de- 
fine his attitude on the following Monday. 
This promise, Senator Stone says, has ‘not 
been kept. 


_ ALLEGATIONS OF SENATOR 


ETONE AGAINST MR. FOLK. 

In the signed statement sent voluntarily 
to the Kansas City Star, Senator Stone re- 
fers to the statements which he attributes 
to that paper, first that Gov. Dockery and

DEFEAT FOLLOWED 
BY LAND ATTACK 


Final Movement Against Port Arthur 
Began at Dawn Today, Noncombat- 
ants Being Removed Sunday and 
Given Protection in Japanese Lines. 


ONE VLADIVOSTOK CRUISER 
SUNK, OTHER TWO DAMAGED 


Mikado’s Men Rescue 450 Russians 
From the Sinking Rurik—Novik 
Reported Sunk in Battle and New 
Sea Engagement at Port Arthur 
Rumored. 


WASHINGTON, Ang. 15.—The state 
department has received advices from) 
Chefoo to the effect that it is reported’ 
there that a naval battle at Port Ar- 
thur was begun at dawn today. 


CHEFOO, Aug. 15, (11 p. m.)—That a 
general land and Naval attack was made 
on Port Arthur today is indicated by in- 
formation from various sources, 

The statement that the naval attack 
was made at 4 in the morning comes from 
an authoritative, but not diplomatic 
quarter. : 

Junks which arrived here today sav 
the Japanese recently occupied the Liauti 
hills and Sushiyen, which is two or three 
niles north of the fortress. 

Five battleships and seven torpedo 
boat. destroyers, according to the junks, 
returned to Port Arthur the night of Aug. | 
10, 

An unconfirmed report, which has been 
received from Tsing-Chou, says the Rus- 
sian cruiser Novik, which put into Tsing- 
Chou after the battle of Aug. 10 o Port 
Arthur, and which coaled there and put 
to sea within her 24 hours’ limit, has been 
sunk 40 miles from there. 


TOKIO, Aug. 15.—A dispatch to the 
admiralty from the naval establishment 
at ‘Takehiki says Admiral Kamimura 
met the Vladivostok squadron 20 miles 
from Ulsan, Corea, at 5 o'clock Sunday 
morning. The battle ended at 10:30 a. m. 

The Rurik sank by the stern, her bow 
standing up perpendieularly. -The Japan- 
ese rescued 450 members of toe Rurik’s 
crew. The Roosia and the 
caught fire several times and were“ heav- 
ily damaged. 

Only one of the Japanese ships was hit. 
Two Japanese were killed and seven were 
wounded. 


TOKIO THINKS RUSSIA HAS 
BEEN DRIVEN FROM THE SEA. 

TOWIO, Aug. 15.—Russia’s naval power 
in the east has been humbled and prac- 
tically swept from the sea, 

Admiral Kamimura, who was ordered at 
the outset of the war to trap and destroy 
the Viadivostok squadron, met the oppor- 
tunity so long sought Sunday 
gaged the three big cruisers—Rurik, Ros- 
sia and Gromoboi—of that fleet. 

in a five hours’ battle the Rurik was 
sunk and the Roosia and Gromoboi were 
heavily damaged. The surviving ships 
fled, with tne Japanese vessels in swift 


pursuit. The cripples may be overhauled 
before they reach port. 

The Japanese saved 450 of the Rurik’s 
crew. 

The Japanese naval experts believe the 
Rossia and Gromoboi were so severely 


and en- 


fighting trim again. 

They were afire several] times. 

Admiral Kamimura’s report savs they 
were hit often in the hull and that much 
of their upper works was shot away. 

While there is some disappointment be- 
cause the two ships were not sunk, the 
fact that the Gromoboi and Rossia are 
probably the most heavily armored ves- 
sels in the world, accounts for their stay- 
ing above water despite the number of 
times they were hit. 

Following up their extraordinary tri- 
umphs on the sea, tne Japanese have be- 
gun the final general assault on Port Ar- 
thur and all Japan is now awaiting the| 
news of the fall of the city, which has 
already suffered terribly from the recent 
bombardment. 

The non-combatants, with all women 
and children, who cared to go, were per- 
mitted to pass through the Japanese 
lines Sunday. They were sapetied with 
provisions and tents and will be cared 
for beyond the zone of fire. 

It is believed the five Russian battle- 
ships and the other vessels that may be 
in the harbor will be blown up the mo- 
ment the Japanese seize the. principal 
fortress. 

The Japanese naval authorities say they 
are confident these ships will not make 
another dash for liberty as they are hope- 
lessly injured. Nevertheless, Admiral 
Togo’s squadron is still on guard at the 
outer roadsteads to avoid a_ possible 
blunder. 

The battleship Ozarevitch and three 
cruisers have n disarmed and dis- 
mantied at Tsing-Chou, the German port 
in whieh taey took refuge. They must 
remain there until the war is ended. What 
three cruisers these are is not known, but 
two of them are probably the Diana and 
Askold.

To have the privilege to 
visit the greatest industrial exhibition the world has ever 
known, to behold it in its grandeur in daytime and to see it in 
its dazzling beauty when illuminated at night, is something not 
to be forgotten in a long lifetime.” 

While it is true that a great many more seats are needed, for 
the perfonal comfort of visitors, it is evident that there are two 
ways of seeing the Fair—with and withaut intelligent appreci- 
ation and enthusiasm. To the one who is merely looking for 


7 personal comfort, all the treasures of the world will be dis- 


played in vain.

The practical abandonment of a rea] campaign in Illinois by the Democratic na- 
tional committee concentrates the contest more than ever upon New York, with its 
neighbors—Connecticut and New Jersey—and its former ally, Indiana. It is possible 
that hopeful conditions may develop in Wisconsin from the contest betweea the Re- 
publican factions, now before the courts; but this is a chance that it will not be wise 
to count upon. The campaign in Vermont, where the election takes place Sept. 6, was 
opened by Speaker Cannon on Tuesday. 

The Democratic national committee is making no contest. There used to be a Re- 
publican tradition that when the September plurality in Vermont was above %,000 in 
a presidential year it foreshadowed a victory in the nation. In 1880 a September plu- 
rality of 26,600 preceded Garfield's election. The defeat of Blaine was indicated by 
the plurality of ony 22,000 in September of 1884. In 1888 it went up to 2.000 and 
Harrison's success followed. The Republican failure of 1892 was predicted from the 
20,000 plurality of the Vermont state ticket. The free silver campaign gave the Repub- 
lican candidate for governor a plurality of 38,500 in 1898 and one of 31,000 four years 
ago. ‘ 
It has been officially announced that President Roosevelt will make no speeches 
during the campaign.

It seemed as if the 
hoy was about to withdraw his accusa- 
tion, when Joseph L. Sigretto, who igs Mr. 
Mannino's partner, sprang forward and 
with a blow felled Galutio to the floor. 

“Coward,” he said, as he attempted to 
follow up his attack, but Capt. Rooney 
celzed him and ardered him away. Then 
young Cucozza, after Caluto and Schior- 
rino, who had been arrested for interfering 
with the police, had heen led back to ceils, 
made further disclosures, which led Capt. 
Rooney to call several men and start hur- 
riedly from the station. 

The letter which Mr. Mannino received 
from his son, and in which $50,000 was 
named as the amount of his ransom, was 
mailed, as shown by the postmark, at Sta- 
tion O, No. 122 Fifth avenue, at 4 o'clock 
on Wednesday afternoon. Two  i1-cent 
stamps were affixed to the back of the on- 
velope. The other letter tad been mailed 
in Hoboken at 10 o'clock the same morning. 
It was stamped on the back of the envelope, 
having five 2-cent stamps and three of the 
l-cent denomination. In this letter’ the 
boy wrote: i 

‘Uniees the ransom is paid the whole 
fafily will be killed,”” and he placed em- 
phasis on the condition that the police must 
be at once called off the case. 

“T am hungry, pap,” the lad added. ‘‘The 
air here is hard to breathe, for to guard 
against discovery they keep my prison 
tightly closed. The men have revolvers 
and knives. I live in the constant pres- 
ence of death.’ 

There is every reason to believe that the 
abduction of the boy was carefully planned 
some time ago. The boy's mofher, return- 
ing to her home from Manhattan, on Mon- 
day night, met Cucozza, leading her son 
by the hand, in the Grand street ferry 
house. 

When she asked the boys where they 
were going her son replied: 

“Angelo wants me to be an Interpreter 
for him. He is going to Manhattan to get 
a job.”’
